Spring Assizes, 1871. 

Andrew Joseph M'Kenna, of Belfast, claimed, as compensation for personal injuries sustained by reason of an 
assault made upon him at Coleraine, the sum of 1,0007. 

The Grand Jury allowed the sum of 257., to be levied off the town and liberties of Coleraine. 

Findino- of Grand Jury appealed from and appeal heard before the Right Hon. Justice George. 

Ordered, that the appellant be allowed the sum of 1007., with 107. added for costs in case the award be affirmed, 
to be levied off the town and liberties of Coleraine. If not affirmed, the presentment to be cancelled and nilled. 
If not affirmed, allow the ratepayers of the town, and ratepayers of the liberties of Coleraine, 107. for costs, to be 
divided equally between them, to be levied off the county at large. 

The presentment to be suspended, and question of application of the above-named Act reserved for the 
12 Judges.
